US Backs 
British 
Stand 


Washington, Oct, 17. 
Secretary of State Dean 


| Acheson said on Wednesday 


the United States supports 
the stand of the British in 
upholding their position in 
the Suez Canal area against 
Egyptian pressure. 

Mr Acheson told a news con- 
ference that the United States 
government regards as “ow lth- 
oul validity" the action of the 
Egyption government in can- 
celling the 1935 Anglo-Egyptian 
Defence Treaty. 

At the same time, the 
Secretary appealed to Egypt to 
reconsider Its quick rejection 
of the proposal by the Big 
Three Western Powers, and 
Turkey, for the creation of a 
Middle East Command which 
would take over the re- 
sponsibilfty for the defence 
of the Canal Zone and the 
strategic Middle East. 


The appeal was in a formal) 


statement which said the US 
“noted with surprise” that the 
proposals were rejected without 
the “careful and considered 
deliberation which they 
merited.” 


RESTRAINT PLEA 


The statement added: It 1s 
the sincere hope of the United 
States that great restraint will 
be shown in the present situation 
and that the obligations of all 
nations tawards the preservation. 
of world Jaw and order will be 
respected.”

Killed In Tragic’ 
Car Accident 
CRASHES INTO GARDEN 


ROAD 


WALL 


In a tragic motor smash in Garden Road: in 
the early hours of this morning, one of Pongkong’s 


best known residents, Mr Vivian E. Ferrier, a) 


director of U. Spalinger and Co., and last year’s 
President of the Hongkong Automobile Associa- 
tion, crashed into a wall opposite the Helena May 


Institute and was killed. 


The only other occupant of the car, a power- 
ful Lincoin, was Mrs Marie anid resident of 


the YWCA Hostel in Macdonnell 


oad, who is 


understood to have been asleep at the time of the 
accident, and escaped with minor nae to the 
face when thrown forward by the collision. 


No clear explanation of the 
cause of the smash is yet 
forthcoming. 

The late Mr Ferrier was 
Griving up Garden Road 
Macdonnell Road, apparently 
swerved sharply to the right 
close to the Helena May and 
drove heavily Into the wall 
bordering the junction of Gar- 
den Road and the slip road from 
Upper Albert Road. 

44 the point of crash stands 
an illuminated sign “No Entry,” 
and police investigating the 
accident this morning in- 
dicated that if thé Lincoln 
car had been using its 
headlights, the sign would have 
been visible at least fifty yards 
away. 

The only theory yet advanced 
regarding the cause of the ac- 
cident is that Mr Ferrier mis- 
took the , road and swerved to 
drive up ‘the 
The damagé’to ‘the wall was 
slight, Sut the “ear was bad 
damaged and Mr ferrfer ap- 
ears to have been crushed and 
killed almost instantly. 

The collision occurred at ap- 
proximately 420 a.m. and it is 
understood that the late Mr 
Ferrier was conducting Mrs 
Daniels home from a party in 
Shek-O on his way to his own 
residence at No. 286, The Peak. 

Mr Ferrier arrived in Canton 
around ‘Christmas 1924 ‘to join 
the French firm of Gerin, 
Drevard & Co, im Shameen, 
but later he formed a company 
of his own—V. E, Ferrier—and 
ran this until the outbreak of 
the European war in 1999 when 
he came to Hongkong and 
joined the Naval Volunteers, 

While in Canton he was also 
agent for the (Manufacturer's 
Life. Insurance Company. 

‘He reached the rank of Lieu- 
tenant in the Naval Volunteers, 
and om the fall of Hongkong was 
interned in Shamshuipo. 

After Liberation he left for 
Australia to re-cuperate and: to 
join his family. While there 
ie edited a small paper in 
Harvey, near Perth in Western 
Australia, . 

In 1948 he came back to 
Hongkong and joined Spalinger,

BRITAIN’S 
FINANCIAL 
PROBLEMS 


Washington, Oct. 17. 

Britain’s financial prob- 
lems may force the United 
States to divert some of the 
new military aid funds for 
Europe to economic assist- 
ance, it was revealed today. 

Under the foreign aid Dill re- 
cently passed by the Congress, 
the President may transter up 


to 10 percent of the total appro- , 


priations for Europe from one 
category to the other, é 

During recent closed hearings 
published today by the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
trator Richard Bishell was asked 
how much was likely to be 
transferred from the military to 
the economic. He said, “There 
is no determination of that as 
yet. The final decision, I think, 
will turn out quite largely on 
the development of the British 
position during the year.” 

Mr Bishcll said there was no 
provision far economic aid for 

ritain as of now. He added, 
“The British financial and econo- 
mic position has worsened very 
shanply in the course of the past 
vwo months,” 

He said that British revenues 
from dranian of] have already 
rargely disappeared.” The Iranian 
ensis, he said, cost the British 
between $350,000,000 and $375,- 
000,000 a year. He sald he be- 
lieves that Britain’s merchandise 
cxports may be "somewhat 
Breater than lasi year," bu: added 
that “their total earnings will be 
substantially less.’”
